1 The following is an examiner' s statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's arguments filed 3/1 1/04 have been fully considered and they are persuasive. 
Referring to claims 24 and 3 1, Applicant argues the Ito fails to teach receiving information 
about object size or distance to the object from an external apparatus that is not part of said 
image processing apparatus. The Examiner agrees. The applicant's specification (page 33, 
lines 1 1-14) discloses "the CPU 220 receives a distance range L0-L1 (m) to a moving object 
to be detected from the external host computer via the communication interface 390" also has 
been acknowledged by examiners. 

The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest an image processing apparatus 
comprising: an input unit adapted to input image data; a reception unit adapted to receive 
information of a size of an object or a distance to the object, for detecting a desired object, 
from an external apparatus that is not part of said image processing apparatus, via a 
communication interface; a detection unit adapted to detect the desired object corresponding 
to the information received by said reception unit, from the image data input by said input 
unit; and a transmission unit adapted, in a case in which said detection unit detects the 
desired object, to transmit information reflecting detection of the desired object to the 
' external apparatus via communication interface.
